Let Mr. Franklin 
givo us Fra Poco, and Mr. Copland "John 
Anderson my Jo.'' The question lo be de- 
eidad by a show of hands.

fico his manhood and ihe interests of his 
follow-oitizens lo toadyism ; — who is not ready 
to how iii adoration before a colonial bishop, 
lo prostrate himself in the dual at the buro 
moniiou of His Grace of Canterbury ; and 
to look up with awo to everything Ibut re- 
presents wealth or authority.
